Plane Wreck Survivors 
Say Radio Report They 
Wouldn’t Be Found 
Till Spring ‘Was Dis- 
turbing. 


EVANSTON, Wyo. Nov. 14 
(AP)—A young doctor and his 
wife, rescued after five days on 
an icy ledge more than 12,000 
feet high, told today how they 
“dreamed of ' hamburgers” and 
kept from freezing by conserving 


their energies. 


Woodsmen rescued Dr. and Mrs. 
Robert Dykes of Taft, Calif., from 
the ledge in the Uinta mountains 
of northeastern Utah yesterday. 
Dykes, 29 years old, had pancaked 
his light plane on the ridge Sat- 
urday. 

Dykes and his 28-year-old wife, 
Marjorie, were “completely ex- 
hausted” on their arrival here 
last night after riding 14 miles 
down an icy mountainside and 
journeying 75 miles. more over 
practically impassable mountain 
roads to reach Evanston. 

With unintentional understate- 
ment, Dykes said it “was disturb- 
ing” when he and his wife heard 
a report on their plane radio 
„that we wouldn't be found till 
spring.” 

“The roughest part of our stay 
wasn't physical,” he said in an 
interview with a reporter for the 
Salt Lake Tribune-Telegram, “It 
was mental.” 

He reported they had nothing 
to eat after their crash last Sat- 


urday until rescue planes dropped 
supplies to them Wednesday after 
their craft was sighted from the 


air | 

“The food dropped in one pack- 
age,” he said, made us III. Final- 
ly we had to drink only tomato 
juice and ignore the other foods, 
I dreamed of hamburgers.” . 3 

Dykes said another topic of con- 
versation was the status of his: 
insurance policies. “We wrote a 
note for whoever might find 
our bodies,” he said, “but fortu- 
nately no one will ever need to 
know what it said.” 

To keep from freezing, he said,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) — 
The Howard Hughes case blos- 
somed out today into a full-scale 


Senate investigation of whether 
high-ranking Air Force officers 
were in a position to profit from 
big wartime aircraft contracts. 

Obviously aroused by stories of 

witnesses already heard, Chairman 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, of the 
war investigating subcomittee 
told reporters he might call Gen. 
H. H. Arnold, retired Air Force 
commander, to tell what the serv- 
ice did to guard against such pos- 
sible corruption, 

This move developed following 
testimony yesterday that: 

1. Maj. Gen. Bennett E. Mey- 
ers, then deputy chief of Air 
Force procurement, told his su- 
periors he had no aircraft com- 
pany stock at a time when he 
actually held 2700 shares in 
seven companies. 

2. The Air Force dismissed as 
“crackpot”—and tried to con- 
ceal from committee investiga- 
tors—an anonymous letter as- 
serting that Meyers made 31. 
000,000 to $2,000,000 out of the 
war.

The disclosure that Gen. 
Meyers had asked the Air 
Forces verbally last October for 
a court-martial but was noti- 
fied verbally that the request 
could not be granted. The Air 
Forces explained that it did not 
have court-martial jurisdiction 
and would not recommend such 
procedure anyway, in view of 
the fact that a congressional in- 
quiry was In progress. 

Testimony by Lawrence D. 
Bell, president of Bell Aircraft 
Corp., that his firm awarded 
$1,053,000 in wartime subcon- 
tracts to a firm in which Meyers 
once acknowledged a financial 
interest and later said was 
owned by friends of his. 

After such testimony, the Sen- 
ate war investigating subcommit- 
tee ‘recessed until tomorrow its 
hearings on wartime purchasing 
practices and contracts by the Air 
Force. 

Bell testified his firm awarded 
the million in subcontracts to 
Aviation Electric Co., Dayton, O. 

Oliver P. Echols, retired major 
general and Gen. Meyers's im- 
mediate superior for many years, 
testified that Meyers told him 
“about 1940” that he owned stock 
in the electrical company but 
either had or would dispose of it 
then, 
Request to Symington. 

Meyers said he made his request 
for a court-martial to W. Stuart 
Symington of St. Louis, secretary 
of the new separate Air Force and 
Gen, Carl Spaatz, Air Force head. 
He said reporters should ask 
them whether he will have one. 

In response to a reporter’s ques- 
tion, Meyers said he did not know 
whether, as a retired officer, he 
was still subject to court-martial 
but, “I certainly would have no ob- 
jection to it.” 

Echols told the committee that 
while he was commander at the 
Wright Field (O.) Air Force pro- 
eenter, someone in- 
formed him about Meyers's stock 
in the electrical company. 

Echols said his recollection is 
that Meyers said this company 
was doing no business with the 
Air Forces then, but that he told 
Meyers he must “get rid of the 
stock or not be associated with 
Wright Field.” 

“TI feared.I might be faced with 
an embarrassing situation,” Echols 
said.”

U. S. MUST BUILD 

EUROPE ECONOMIC 
UNITY OR WASTE 
AID, DULLES SAYS 


G.O.P. Adviser Urges 
International Control 
of Ruhr, Pact on Ger- 
many Without Russia, 
if Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
John Foster Dulles told Senators 
today the United States must take 
the lead in building a new, eco- 
nomically-united Europe or the 
billions it pours into any foreign 
recovery program will be wasted. 

Dulles, Republican adviser to 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall and a United States delegate 
to the United Nations, called for 
international control of the Ger- 
man Ruhr’s industrial production 
and at least a three-power treaty 
guaranteeing German disarma- 
ment. 

Armed with these two agree- 
ments, Dulles told the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, this 
country could take the lead in 
solidifying western Europe’s econ- 
omy even if Russia continued to 
maintain an “iron curtain” over 
the eastern portion of the Conti- 
nent, 

Dulles testified as the Senate 
committee closed its hearings on 
the Administration request for 
$597,000,000 in emergency aid to 
help France, Italy and Austria 
through next March 31. 

He suggested that the United 
States, Britain and France should 
go ahead with a three- power treaty 
on German disarmament if the 
four major powers, including Rus- 
sia, cannot reach agreement at 
their London conference opening 
Nov. 25. 
His Views on Ruhr. 

In dealing with the problem of 
the Ruhr, Dulles said it would be 
folly to destroy it as an. industrial 
area and it would be reckless to 
revive the area and return it 
wholly to German control, 

He said the Ruhr should be per- 
mitted and encouraged to Work 
vigorously for European and Ger- 
many recovery under international 
safeguards to prevent it ever be- 
coming a lethal instrument in the 
hands of Germans. 

Representative Lodge (Rep.), 
Connecticut meanwhile predicted 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee that Communists will 
attempt a coup in Italy next 
March to be synchronized with a 
genefal strike in France. 

He said suecess of such a move

COST OF LIVING UP 

2 PCT. MORE; FOOD 
HITS RECORD HIGH 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Retail food prices in September 
hit a record high, sending the cost 
of living up another 2 per cent for 
moderate-income families, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported 
today. 

Preliminary estimates placed 
the consumers’ price index at a 
peak of about 164 per cent of the 
1935-39 average. 

The September index is 12 per 
cent higher than a year ago, 23 
per cent above June 1946, when 
most OPA controls were aban- 
doned, and 66 per cent over the 
August 1939 level, 

The food index for September 
was 203.5 per cent of the 1935-39 
average. This was 40 per cent 
higher than June 1946, and 10 per 
cent above June 1920, the postwar 
peak of World War I. 

The consumers’ price index is 
based on surveys in 18 cities of 
retail prices of goods and services 
purchased hy moderate income 
families. r 

Average wholesale prices in- 
creased three-tenths of 1 per cent 
last week, the department said. 
On Nov. 8, average wholesale 
prices for the 900 basic commodi- 
ties surveyed were 17.1 per cent 
higher than a year earlier tnd 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent 
below the postwar peak estab- 
lished in mid-September. 

Average wholesale food prices 
jumped 1.4 per cent during the 
week,

‘WITCH HUNT,’ 


TRUMAN SAYS 


Subversive Employes Must Leave U. S. Pay- 


roll, He Asserts, but Rumor and Suspicion 
Are Not Grounds for Firing. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (UP)— 
President Truman assured federal 


employes today the Government 
would not engage in a “witch 
hunt” in its campaign to fire dis- 
loyal workers. He promised that 
all employes charged with dis- 
loyalty would receive hearings 
except in instances “where a few 
agencies find it necessary to ex- 
ercise extraordinary powers grant- 
ed to them by the Congress.” 

The State Department is one 
of these agencies. There 11 per- 
sons recently were dismissed. 
Three subsequently were per- 
mitted to resign and seven are 
seeking hearings because of their 
dismissal without specific charges 
or adequate opportunity to de- 
fend themselves. They contend 
the stigma of dismissal has pur- 
sued them into private life, bar- 
ring them from employment. 

The President made his state- 
ment in connection with the first 
meeting of the Loyalty Review 
Board, which will be the final 
court of appeal on dismissals. The 
text of his statement: 

“I deeply appreciate the willing- 


ness of the members of the Loy- 
alty Review Board, established 
within the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, to give of their service to 
that board. Their acceptance in- 
volves real personal sacrifice. At 
the same time, they will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
are contributing to the solution of 
one of the most difficult problems 
confronting our government today. 


J believe I speak for all the 
people of the United States when 
I say that disloyal and subversive 
elements must be removed from 
the employ of the Government, 
We must not, however, permit em- 
ployes of the Federal Government 
to be labeled as disloyal or poten- 
tially disloyal to their government 
when no valid basis exists for 
arriving at such a conclusion. The 
overwhelming majority of federal 
employes are loyal citizens who 
are giving conscientiously of their 
energy and skills to the United 
States. I do not want them to fear 
they are the objects of any ‘witch 
hunt.’ They are not being spied

General Had Modest Cottage 
14 Months Ago—4 Servants 
in New Place. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (INS)— 
The New York Daily Mirror said 
today in a copyrighted story that 


Maj. Gen. Bennett Meyers moved, 
14 months ago, from a modest 
cottage to a 30-room mansion on 
a four-acre estate. 

The Mirror story said: 

“Meyers, accused of making 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 in war- 
time deals, now lives on an estate 
at Halesite, Suffolk county. 

“Meyers’s new home, which 
boasts seven bathrooms, at least 
four servants, a four-car garage 
and other items usually confined 
to persons living in upper-bracket 
incomes, is On a peninsula. 

“Servants last night said the 
Gen. and Mrs. Meyers were in 
Washington. The servants include 
two men clad in full livery and 
two women, 

“The huge residence wag in 
sharp contrast to the tiny bunga- 
low in Bayville, which was given 
as the General’s Long Island 
home. 

“Meyers, whose dealings with 
Howard Hughes have highlighted 
the Washington investigation, be- 
came a civilian Aug. 31, 1945, when 
he retired for reasons of disabil- 
ity.” 

(Previous testimony in the 
Washington hearing has disclosed 
that Meyers's Army pension pays 
him $461 a month as long as he 
lives.)

The vote was 43 to 0, with six 


abstentions, The six Soviet bloc 
countries refused to participate in 
the vote even to the extent of re- 
cording an abstention. | 

This completed action on the 
third major proposal laid before 
the Assembly by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall. The Assembly 
voted last night its approval of 
Marshall's plan for the year-round 
sitting of U.N. delegates as a lit- 
tle Assembly.” Previously it had 
established the Balkan “watchdog” 
commission, which will go to work 
in Greece Nov, 21. 

Russia is on record as boycotting 
all three Marshall-sponsored pro-

Tide Delays Battleship’s Battle 
With Newark’s ‘Squirt Gun’ Navy 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 14 (AP)— 
The heralded engagement between 
the battleship New Mexico and 
Newark’s “squirt-gun navy“ was 
postponed today after the decom- 
missioned 33,000-ton dreadnaught 
arrived outside the harbor three 
hours behind schedule, too late 
for the morning tide. The battle- 
ship's progress has been delayed 
by strong headwinds. 

The Coast Guard reported that 
the towing company whose tugs 
are bringing the battleship into 
port said the ship now is due to 
enter the harbor on tomorrow 
morning’s tide. It must make a 
difficult 120-degree turn into New- 
ark channel at high tide. 

The defending force, two 30-foot 
fire launches armed with chem- 
ical sprays and fire hoses, manned 
“battle stations” at dawn, deter- 
mined to prevent the New Mexico 
from keeping its rendezvous with 
a Newark scrapyard which city 
officials say it must not reach 
at any cost. 

The City of Newark went into 
United States district court today 
to ask for an injunction restrain- 
ing the owners of the New Mexico 
from bringing it into port for 
scrapping. i 

As a prelude to the engage 
ment, Newark was under heavy 
bombardment from many sources 
yesterday. The state of New Mex- 
ico entered the fray with an ava-

CHICAGO, Nov. 14 (AP) — Two 
railroad operating brotherhoods 
and the nation’s rallways an- 
nounced today a 15%-cents-an-hour 
wage increase for the 200,000 mem- 
bers of the two unions, 

The increase, which a joint 
statement said amounted to 4100, 
000,000 annually, was made retro- 
active to Nov. 1, It totals $1,24 
for an eight-hour day. 

The unions affected are the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men and the Order of Railroad 
Conductors. 

The groups announced agree- 
ment also on four working rules, 
and withdrawal of a large number 
that had been proposed by both 
sides, They said negotiations 
would continue on 11 other rule 
proposals, including four proposed 
by the unions and seven by the 
carriers, 

The four working rules agree- 
ments provided: 

An earnings guarantee kor 
certain classificationa in yards 
service, 

An increase in differential for 
yard conductors or foremen. 

A reduction in the over-all 
time in short turn-around pas- 
senger service to eight hours“ 
work within nine hours. 

A provision that time paid for 
under the  “hold-away-from- 
home” terminal rule will not be 
run off. In other words, if a 
man is paid under this rule 
while he is away at another 
terminal, he won't have to oper- 
ate a train for the time for 
which he is paid. 

Negotiations between the rail- 
roads and all five aperating 
brotherhoods on union demands 
for wage boosts and rule changes 
proposed by both groups, started 
Oct. 7. 

The other three operating 
unions are the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, the Broth- 
erhoad of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and the Switch- 
men's Union of North America, 
The agreement did not affect 
these; three, whe are continujng 
negotiations with the railroads.

The committee's 
report would bring a House of 
Commons debate in which the op- 
position could fire its heavy guns, 
possibly on the basis of a no-con- 
fidence motion.

mons that he had demanded a full 
investigation of the Dalton inci- 
dent. 
Sir Stafford Cripps, the nation’s 
economic czar, who was appointed 
to Dalton’s Treasury post, con- 
ferred with Dalton, Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin and Deputy 
Prime Minister Herbert Morrison, 
before the Cabinet session.

HARRIS URGED HE 
NOT PROSECUTE 


ö Taxicab Driver, No 


Willing to Press Case, 
Tells of Employer's 
Suggestions. 


Victor Ford, Negro taxicab 
driver, who failed three times to 
appear in circuit court in an as- 
sault case against a suspended 
Negro policeman, told Assistant“ 
Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
today that his employer had sug- 
gested that he refuse to prosecute 
the case. 

Ford is employed by Ezra Har- 
ris, Negro, operator of the Harris 
Taxi Co., which caters to the Ne- 
gro trade. Harris's company is 
represented in some litigation by 
Morris A. Shenker, attorney, who 
also was counsel for the suspend- 
ed patrolman, James W. Wilson, 
who is charged with assault with 
intent to kill Ford. Wilson al- 
legedly shot at Ford when he 
found him in the home of a friend, 
Mrs. Viola Simmons, Negro. 

Ford said he now was willing to 
prosecute. 

“Harris talked to me about the 
case several months ago,” Ford 
was quoted by Dowd as saying. 
“He suggested that I drop prose- 
cution, but I told Harris I would 
prosecute when I was subpenaed 
to appear in court.” 

Ford and Mrs. Simmons, 4343 
Delmar boulevard, who also is a 
state’s witness in the case against 
Wilson, were released on $1000 
bonds each following questioning 
by Dowd. Harris was questioned 
by police and released. 

When questioned yesterday Har- 
ris was quoted as saying he 
would “send Ford out of town“ 
rather than permit him to testify 
against Wilson. Today, however, 
he denied making that statement, 
or of suggesting that Ford drop 
prosecution of the case. He also 
denied talking with Shenker about 
the case. : 

As Harris was being questioned 
today by Dowd, an attorney, Cecil 
Block, entered the room and an- 
nounced he represented Harris. 
Block previously had been denied 
the right to see Harris or Ford 
by Circuit Judge William H. Kil- 
loren on the ground that he did 
not follow the proper legal proce- 
dure in making the request.

The 
machine subsequently was re- 
turned by Russell Slattery, 2757 
Lafayette avenue, and Miss Be- 
atrice (Jakie) Bell Suddarth, niece 
of Harris. 

State’s Attorney Virgil Mills said 
he expected the grand jury in- 
quiry to be completed today, 

Among witnesses heard today 
was Frankie Bacon, farmer, who 
saw a black Ford with a sun 
visor “going as fast as a machine 
can go” a mile and a half south 
of the shooting, shortly after it 
occurred. He said he saw four 
or five men in the automobile 
and was almost run down. 

Other witnesses today, mostly 
farmers living near the scene, 
were: Hamp Murphy, Henry Wag- 
ner, Gladstone Keen, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Hutchcraft, Elmer (Red)

Miss Suddarth testified yester- 
day before the grand jury at Fair- 
field, She fled after the shooting 
and was arrested with Harris a 
week later at Tulsa, Okla., but was 
released on instructions from 
Wayne county authorities.

zation, association, movement, 
group or combination of persons 
which he, after appropriate inves- 
tigation and determination, has 
designated as totalitarian, Fascist, 
Communist or subversive, The ex- 
ecutive order in turn provides that 
the Loyalty Review Board shall 
disseminate such information to 
all departments and agencies, 


Meaning of Provision, 


“This provision of the order has 
been interpreted by some to mean 
that any person who at any time 
happened to belong to one of these 
organizations would automatically 
be dismissed from the employ of 
the Federal Government. 

This interpretation completely 
overlooks the fact that, under the 
provisions of the executive order, 
‘the standard for the refusal of 


employment or the removal from 
employment in an executive de- 
partment or agency on grounds 
relating to disloyalty shall be that, 
on all the evidence, reasonable 
grounds exist for relief that the 
person involved is disloyal to the 
Government of the United States.’ 


“Membership in an organization 
is simply one piece of evidence 
which may or may not be helpful 
in arriving at a conclusion as to 
the action which is to be taken in 
a particular case. 


“The Government has a great 


stake in these loyalty proceedings. 
The Government, as the largest 
employ in the United States, 
must bé the model of a fair em- 
ployer. It must guarantee that the 
civil rights of all employes of the 
Government shall be protected

properly and adequately. It is in 
this spirit that the loyalty pro- 
gram will be enforced.”

by, and integrated into, a long- 
range program which is real- 
istic, imaginative and adequate.” 


The Fundamental Wrong. 


Dulles said the purpose of 
United States material aid to 
Europe should be “to cure what is 
fundamentally wrong” and defined 
that wrong as “the division of 
western Europe into many small 
economic compartments.” 

Dulles predicted that the peoples 
of Europe will be unable to sustain 
themselves at decent standards of 
living “if they operate as a large 
number of small disconnected eco- 
nomic units.” 

Economic separation, he told the 
committee, “automatically works 
for impoverishment, Economic 
unity would automatically work 
for strength.” 

Dulles, who has been called a 
“warmonger” by the Russians, said 
the United States and other Allies 
cannot continue to postpone de- 
cisions about western Europe 
while Russia is making decisions 
in the east which the Soviets wil] 
expect any peace conference to 
approve. 

“There is rapidly developing 
economic unity in eastern Europe,” 
he said, “that is being done under 
Soviet dictatorship. It must be 
done in western Europe, but not 
under dictation.”

French Gold Issue. 

Meanwhile, contentions that the 
French Government is clamoring 
for outside help while its people 
still have some two billion dollars 
Or more in gold cached away com- 
plicated the European aid pro- 
gram in Congress, 

When French assets in the Unit- 
ed States are added to the top es- 
timate of gold hoarded in France, 
the figure runs up to $4,340,000,- 
000. That is nearly double the 
$2,397,000,000 the American Gov- 
ernment is asking for European 
aid in the next 19 months. 

House experts on foreign affairs 
said they can see no way to pry 
loose any of the French gold, most 
of it in the hands of private citi- 
zens, in time to cut that bill. 

Representative Herter (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, chairman of a spe- 
cial committee which toured Eu- 
rope to study foreign aid, supplied 
the gold figures. He told the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
yesterday:

Discussing the French gold 
holdings before the House group 
yesterday, Herter said it probably 
is wise“ for France to have a 
reserve.to fall back on in case of 
currency revalugtion.

Herter’s special committee is- 
sued seven reports last night deal- 
ing with various phases of the 
problem in Europe. 

In general, they agree with the 
Administration’s estimates of 
emergency needs. But Herter Cau- 
tioned that the Administration 
figures may be too high on what 
actually is available to send to 
Europe. 

He said that the estimate of 
wheat available for Italy may be 
$60,000,000 too high. And, he said, 
Italy may be able to use $40,000,- 
000 of its own resources which this 
government isn’t counting on., 

Herter urged that long-range 
aid under the Marshall plan be 
extended only to those countries 
who showed progress in helping 
themselves. 

“Do you feel the 16 nations now 
asking aid are doing all they can 
to help themselves?” asked Repre- 
sentative Richard (Dem.), South 
Carolina. 

“In general no,” Herter replied. 


“But as time goes on and the 
proper progress is being made, aid 
should be continued.” 

Herter’s testimony underlined 


the uneasiness shown in his com- F 


mittee’s report about America’s 
ability to fulfill large-scale com- 
mitments abroad without running 
short at home. He declared it 
would be “infinitely better to make 
understatements of What we can 
do than make overstatements.” 


Truman’s Answer to Taft,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP)— 


The Civil Aeronautics Board said 


yesterday the pilot compromised 
with safety to save time and his 


errors caused the crash of an 
Eastern Airlines DC-3 in which 18 
persons were killed last Jan. 18 
near Galax, Va. 

The plane struck a mountain. 
The CAB said the crash probably 
was caused by the pilot descend- 
ing from cruising altitude “with- 
out having positively determined 
the position of the aircraft.” 

“A contributing factor,” the 
CAB said, in a report on the ac- 
cident, “was the erroneous navi- 
gation of the pilot which on at 
least two occasions led him to be- 
lieve that he was farther south 
than he actually was.” 

The plane was enroute from De- 
troit to Winston-Salem, N.C., and 
was flying on instruments—that 
is, the pilot was navigating with- 
out being able to see the ground. 
The pilot was Harold N. Haskew, 
33 years old, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
who died in the crash. He had a 
total flying time of 3511 hours, 
but on only two previous occasions 
had he made stops at Winston- 
Salem as the captain of an air- 
liner. 8 

The report said that Haskew 
had requested authority to fly at 
3000-foot altitude between Roan- 
oke, Va., and Greensboro, N.C., al- 
though the company’s established 
minimum altitude for flight over 
that route is 6000 feet. 

In summarizing the investiga- 
tion, the board said that the plan- 
ning of the flying by the pilot was 
not adequate and that during the 
flight he must have been incon- 
venienced to some tent by static 
interference with the radio navi- 


‘Pgationa!l facilities, 


His request for permission to 
fly lower than the approved com- 
pany altitude, the CAB said, “is 
sufficiently indicative of the pi- 
lot’s greater interest in arriving at 
Winston-Salem as close to sched- 
ule as possible rather than in con- 
ducting the flight according to the 
route procedures aatablished by 
the company.” 

It added: “The pilot was with- 
out justification in his deviation 
from standard company route pro- 
cedures in not flying directly to 
Greensboro from Roanoke, In- 
stead of following procedures 
which would have enabled him to 
use the best radio facilities avail- 
able the captain (Haskew) chose 
to fly directly to Winston-Salem 
from Roanoke thereby compromis- 
ing the safety of the flight in or- 
der to gain a few minutes of 
time.“ 5

Henderson here to get him to 
prove those charges. 


I don’t like that word con- 
spiracy.’

At least, I've never heard of any.“ 


Henderson said in his statement 
that the “scheme” is to “tear the 
guts out of the Wage-Hour Act 
just as the guts were torn out of 
the Wagner Act when the Taft- 
Hartley law was passed,” 


The Wage-Hour law, known as 
the Fair Labor Standards Act, re- 
quires payment of a 40-cent hour- 
ly minimum wage and one and 
one half times regular pay rates 
for hours worked beyond 40 a 
week,

An evil sign from a dark age of 
football at St. Louis Universi 
ha over a gallant barid of 33 
Billikens who today are on their 
way to Detroit. Underdogs, they 
must tie or beat the Detroit U 
Titans tomorrow—~or yield to an 
unusual losing-streak jinx. 

The Billikens of 1947 have lost 
three consecutive games. The rav- 
ages of injury and illness that 
have weakened St, Louis at key 
12 make it all the more 
ikely that a fourth successive de- 
feat is in the offing. 

If defeat No. 4 of the losing 
series materializes, Dukes Du- 
ford’s brave boys will become the 


fourth team in the 46 seasons of 


recorded football at St. Louis U. 
to drop four games in a row. It’s 
a dubious distinction but not a 
record. Dan Savage's 1925 team 
lost five straight for the losing- 
streak mark that still stands, 
Titans Always a Thorn. 

But the jinx-like coincidence 
that strikes a chill in the heart 
of a superstitious Billiken fan is 
that in the big losing streaks of 
1925, 1926 and 1927, an enemy con- 
tributor in each year was Detroit. 

Great common denominator of 
Billiken losing streaks, the school 
of the Titans was represented on 
each occasion except the first in 
19146 when another St. Louis team 
lost four straight 

As if that is not precedent 
enough to overcome, the Billikens 
have the further obstacle that a 
St. Louis team never has defeat- 
ed a Detroit eleven. In eight en- 
gagements since 1920 there have 
been eight Detroit victories. Last 
year it was 33-14; the year before 
27-0. These games renewed the 
series broken off after 1928.

College Gridders Would Play Only 
Two Years and Need 75 Average 
Under Georgian's Purity' Plan 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 14 (UP) — Sandy Beaver, vice chairman of 
the Georgia Board of Regents, called on Southern universities today 
to cease ‘hiring professional football players” and to form a “de- 


emphasis association,” 


The Board of Regents is the 
governing body for the state’s two 
big colleges—Georgia and Georgia 
Tech, both traditionally among the 
South’s strongest football teams. 

Beaver said that he had attend- 
ed football games this season at 
Athens, Ga., Atlanta, Baltimore, 
Washington, and Jacksonville and 
that what he had seen convinced 
him that football was “not on a 
proper basis“ and that the game 
now constitutes a “definite men- 
ace to our educational programs.” 

End of Two Leagues, 

As a remedy he proposed a two- 
point program which would, in ef- 
fect, erase the Southern and 
Southeastern conferences from the 
list of major football leagues, He 
suggested: 

1. No student In any school of 
the proposed “de-emphasis asso- 
ciation” be permitted to play var- 
sity sports until after he had been 
in college two years and had an 
average of at least 75 per cent on 
a regular course leading to a de- 
gree, N 

2. No student be permitted to 
participate in intercollegiate com- 
petitions for more than two years. 


“All of our larger colleges are 
doing nothing more or less than 
hiring professionals to represent 
them on the football field,” Beaver 
charged. “Competition is so keen 
that such a procedure is necessary 
if a coach is to hold his job, with 
the result that the games are no 
longer played by bona fide stu- 
dents, but by men who have been 
‘recruited’ and who thus probably 
Satisfy only minimum require- 
ments for entrance and retention.” 


“Almost a Scandal.” 


Beaver contended that there had 
been “irregular conduct” on the 
part of recruited players, that even 
bona fide student players “get in- 
flated ideas of their importance,” 
and that games were used by peo- 
ple not connected with the college 
as “occasions for unseemly con- 
duct” so much that they have be- 
come “almost a scandal.” 

Beaver then called on board 
members representing Georgia 
and Georgia Tech to confer with 
representatives of state and “he 
larger private universities in ad- 
joining states with a view to form- 
ing a “de-emphasis association.” 


Year’s Ban for 
Tampering With 
Prep Players 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Baseball Commissioner A. B 
Chandler announced today a one- 
year suspension from the sport 
will be imposed on any one who 
negotiates with a high school 
player in violation of the rule cov- 
ering signing of high school ath- 
letes. 

In an announcement sent to all 
major and minor league clubs, 


Chandler said: 


“Any club official or employe 
conducting any such negotiations 
who does not establish that he diq; 
not know, and by exercising rea- 
sonable care and diligence could 
not have known of such interfer- 
ence with such player’s eligibility 
shall be ineligibilized for one 
year.” 

Chandler also instructed club of- 


9 |ficials to re-read the rule, which 


prohibits negotiations with a boy 
as long as he is in high school. 

He said “attention is again spe- 
cifically called to the fact that 
this rule is being interpreted as 
applying to all high school stu- 
dents in the United States and 
Canada.” 

Leslie O’Connor, general man- 
ager of the Chicago White Sox, 
and the club were suspended by 
Commissioner Chandler several 
weeks ago for failing to pay a 
$500 fine for signing a high school 
player. The fine was paid later 
after the American League upheld 
Chandler and both O'Connor and 
the club were restored to good 
standing. 

O’Connor contended that in 
signing George Zoeterman of Chi- 
cago’s Christian High School he 
had not violated the rule because 
the school was not a member of 
the National Federation of High 
School Associations.

Who is going to keep the peace in Palestine? 

Someone will have to do it, unless we are to set down our fine 
words on futile puper and then pass by on the other side of the 
road while Jews and Arabs set about cutting each others’ throats. 


Assume that it is settled that 
the British leave by the first of 
May, as now proposed. There 
are almost 100,000 British troops 
in Palestine. You do not just,

Method of Evacuation. 

It is, I think, pessible to find

Ther will not want to leave 
more of a mess behind them in 
Palestine than they can help. In 
all probability they will, as far as 
possible, arrange to withdraw first 
of all from both Arab and Jewish 
areas which are not contiguous. 
In so small a country as Palestine, 
@ivided as irregularly as the in- 
committee has recom- 
mended, this idea cannot be car- 
ried out 100 per cent. But this 
will almost certainly be the guid- 
ing principle of the British evac- 
uation plan: To hold the balance 
even between Jew and Arab. 

You can hear all sorts of ac- 
cusations and prophecies of “dirty 
work at the cross-roads” from 
both sides—now. But remember 
that the same dire prophecies 
were made by all parties in India 
before the final decision for Brit- 
ish evacuation was made; and 
remember that since then we have 


the British of not having played 
the game fairly, once they had 
made up their minds to leave. 

But that does not solve the 
problem of who is going to keep 
the peace in Palestine when the 
British have gone, or while they 
are in the process of going. Will 
the British take on the interim 
responsibility?

that will keep them impartially to 
the discharge of their duty; and 
then providing an authority by 
which this force can be controlled 
and directed. 
This is much more easily said 
than done, however. 
The British Army, which has 
deen trying to keep order in Pal- 
estine for 27 years and more, has 
us own inherent character, loy- 
Altes, traditions, chain of com- 
mand and responsibility, It ts 


controlled by and responsible to 
the British Government. 

The very soul of an army, large 
or small, is its discipline, which 


arises from its loyalties, deeply in-“ 


grained in the hearts and spirits 
of its officers and soldiers, You 
could create an Arab force, with 
Arab loyalties, in Palestine. You 
could create a Jewish force, with 
Jewish loyalties, in Palestine. 

But you could not create out of 
whole cloth an impartial force to 
police Palestine that would be 
worth its salt, using persons hav- 
ing no loyalties which were in any 
way involved in the welfare and 
future of Palestine itself, owing 
no true allegiance to any Pales- 
tine government and having no 
greater tie to the performance of 
duty than a mere temporary ac- 
ceptance of a task that would for 
most of them be merely a means 
of escaping economic distress in 
other lands or perhaps the long 
arm of somebody's police detec- 
tives. a 

And even if you could get over 
this difficulty, how would you pro- 
vide for discipline, pay, pensions 
for those who might be killed or 
wounded, and all the hundred and 
one details which must be taken 
care of when any kind of military 
force is to be created? 

Governments can do these 
things; but they command the 
loyalty of adequate numbers of 
human beings, and dispose of re- 
sources with which to arm and 
supply armed forces. 

Nations Must Provide Force. 

The United Nations has no such 
resources, and of itself commands 
no such loyalties on the’ part of 
individuals. If the United Nationg 
is to police Palestine, it will have 
to do so by calling gn member 
states to tig — forces er, 
such a pu means 
it will have to find states that are 
willing and able to do so, If the 
Brit are willing to bear part 
of the load, as seems still possible 
at this writing, who will bear the 
rest? The United States? At pres- 
ent, this seems very unlikely. 

The British are there now, but 
if any other great power were to 
propose sending its forces into 
Palestine, it would be hard indeed 
to prevent the Soviet Union from 
claiming the right to participate, 
too, and the presence of Soviet 
troops in the Middle East could 
hardly be regarded as an unmixed 
blessing, to put it mildly, either 
by London or Washington. 

So if we must have national 
forces (and I can see no other 
practicable possibility) they are 
likely to be sought, aside from any 
possible British contingent, from 
the smaller powers. 

Would any smaller powers be 
willing to take on such a job? 
And if they would, do any of them 
have armies sufficiently strong 
and well Gquipped to furnish 
contingents of the necessary 
strength? 

The answer to the latter ques- 
tion, fortunately, is yes. The an- 
swer to the former is of course 
conjectural, and rests upon sev- 
eral contingencies, of which the 
question of finance is perhaps of 
first importance. If the United 
States and other members of the 
United Nations were willing to 
contribute their share of the cost,

HERE are several of the 
smaller powers whose armies 
might furnish contingents ade- 
quate in size and character for a 
security force in Palestine, provid- 
ing the question of cost could be 
handled means of a general 
contribution by the great powers. 

Certain rules surely would have 
to be laid down. First, the offi- 
cers and men would have to be 
volunteers. Second, only fully 
trained officers and men could be 
accepted. Raw recruits would be 
worse than useless. Third, each 
participating state would have to 
form, out of these volunteers, a 
complete unit—a battalion, for ex- 
ample—which would, a far as 
discipline and what we may call 
higher control is concerned, con- 
tinue to be a of its armed 
forces and subject to its eventual 
authority for the faithful discharge 
of its duty. Fourth, neither Jews 
nor Moslems could be permitted to 
volunteer for this particular and 
temporary purpose.

Possibility in Small Powers. 

This somewhat narrows the area 
of choice. Syecifically, then, 
where could such a force be ob- 
tained?

Both Norway and Denmark 
have at present a brigade of about 
5000 men engaged in occupation 
duty in the British-occupied zone 
of Germany.

Now, France and Italy

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The Rent - Control Runaround 

Is it the studied opinion of Missouri legisla- 
tors that Missouri renters should be thrown to 
the wolves? Curtis A. Betta reports from Jeffer- 
son City that rent control extension is not likely 
to come before the Legislature at its session con- 
vening Jan. 7. Lacking such action, everyone 
who rents an apartment or a house can be 
gouged as unmercifully as the least merciful 
landlord chooses, so far as the Missouri Legis- 
lature is concerned. 

Renters have received an all-around runaround 
all the way from Washington to City Hall. Con- 
gress passed a rent control extension bill which 
runs only till the end of February and does not 
cover newly constructed or reconverted housing 
units. As a result, small apartments whose own- 
ers would be lucky to rent them for $45 a month 
in anything like normal times, are priced as high 
as $125 with as much as a year’s rent to be 
paid in advance and leases running as long as 
four years. . 

These prices and terms are an indication of 
the beating tenants will take if rent control ex- 
pires with the expiration of the federal rent 
control law at the end of next February. - 

Congress has not been sufficiently touched by 
the prospect, however, to do anything about it. 
The Missouri Legislature enacted a rent control 
measure to take up where the federal law left 
off and continue until June 30—a four-month re- 
prieve for the condemned. At City Hall, Mayor 
Kaufmann refused even to consider doing any- 
thing for renters, on the ground that City Coun- 
selor Stemmler thought it would be unconstitu- 
tional. 

Now comes the Legislature with an equally 
callous disregard of the plight of many thou- 
sands of renters in St. Louis and Missouri. 

We point out in passing that renters are also 


voters, and that poor social thinking about rent 


control is also poor politics. We hope Missouri's 
legislators will learn that precept while it is 
yet a precept, and before the voters who are 
also renters have been obliged to make it an 


example.

He will an- 
swer to the state’s criminal statutes. 

But what of the claims? State Superintendent 
of Insurance Jackson says that these liabilities 
total about $200,000 and that there is little in 
the way of company assets to pay them. Since 
this company was not authorized to issue non- 
assessible policies, every policyholder could be 
assessed a share in meeting these claims. 

What of Superintendent Jackson's role? Chil- 
cote says the State Superintendent of Insurance 
knew of the company’s condition and had ample 
time to take corrective steps. 

It is no defense to say that Missouri statutes 
do not regulate the rates or adequately control 
operations of automobile risk companies. If they 
do not, the state, in the person of the State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance and the Governor who 
appoints him, should make the case for proper 
legislation before the General Assembly. 

A person who buys risk insurance naturally 
expects that the company is under official super- 
vision as to rates, reserves and the payment of 
claims. The state has assumed regulatory re- 
sponsibility over insurance companies, and hav- 
ing assumed that responsibility, cannot escape it. 

We had an insurance scandal in Missouri a 
decade ago, and when it was over politicians 
were in prison and a political machine was on 
the skids. That one will do this state for a 
long time.

Other public utilities finance expansion by selling low-interest bonds, 
Oklahoma newspaper points out; yet Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. continues to finance by fancy-dividend stock to its parent com- 
pany; suggests organized opposition to its proposed rate increases.

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the City 
Council of Kansas City, Mo., are looking 
questioningly at the rate increases which 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. is ask- 
ing in the various states in which it oper- 
ates, as did the Tulsa Tribune last month. 


The Mayor and members of the Kansas 
City Council voted unanimously to fight the 
telephone rate increase which they were 
told would cost hotels, apartment houses, 
businesses and industries having switch- 
boards there $558,565 more a year. Em- 
ployment of a Hartford (Conn.) expert on 
telephone rate accounting was authorized. 
The Kansas City officials recalled that it 
had been developed in previous telephone 
rate cases that Kansas City and St. Louis 
were being overcharged and were paying 
for the telephone company’s losing opera- 
tions in other parts of Missouri. 


Kansas City’s Complaint 


Kansas City sees no reason why it should 
pay for losses at Sedalia or Boonville. The 
Missouri situation is similar to that in Ok- 
lahoma where Tulsa and Oklahoma City 
and a few other cities have been making 
up Southwestern Bell’s losses in the rest 
of the state for years, and it presents an 
interesting question which Mayor Price of 
Tulsa ought to be concerning himself with. 

The Post-Dispatch points ita finger at 
exactly the same spot that the Tribune did. 
As may be discovered at a glance, the 
issue is really not complex or difficult to 
understand. It goes merely to the ques- 
tion of whether a utility business which 
the public supports should not only con- 
duct its affairs in the most efficient way 
but also in the most economical manner 
possible. 

The question is whether the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. should finance it- 
self at its customers’ expense in rates with 
money obtained from its parent company, 


the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
in exchange for stock at what amounts to 
an interest rate of 9 per cent, or go onto 
the open market and borrow money at less 
than half that interest. Both A:T. & T. and 
Southwestern Bell have some 2% per cent 
bonds outstanding. 


The Commission's Move 


The Tribune suggests that the telephone 
company get its money at the lowest pos- 
sible rate of interest and pass the savings 
on to the telephone users. By this we do 
not mean necessarily that the company 
should be compelled to run to the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission for approval 
of every financing move that it makes, but 
we mean that the earnings allowed the 
company should be based upon contempla- 
tion of a method of financing most favor- 
able to the consumers. 


In opposing an application to the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners of New 
Jersey for rate increases by the New Jer- 
sey Bell Telephone Co., witnesses for the 
state took the position that the board was 
not bound by the capital structure if it 
could be shown that the capital structure 
was uneconomic. The alternative proposed 
was to set up a hypothetical capital struc- 
ture based on recognized and sound princi- 
plea of financing public utility corpora- 
tions, and calculate the cost of money on 
that basis. We'd like to see the Oklahoma 
Corporation Commission do this in its up- 
coming telephone rate case, 


Two utilities, Delaware Power and Light 


Co, and Georgia Power Co., last week not- 
fied the Securities and Exchange Commis- 


sion each plans to offer a $10,000,000 bond 


issue at competitive bidding, with the suc- 
cessful. bid establishing the interest rate 
and the offering price to the public.

The other day Andrei Vishinsky de- 
nounced as war propaganda an article by 
Jim Roe in the magazine Successful Farm- 
ing, entitled “Would Our Soil Win Another 
War?“ The article merely pointed out that 
Russia has more fertile land than we have 
and urged better care of our soil as a basic 
defense measure. 

This warning comes none too soon. While 
Russia is developing her rich crop lands 
and grabbing others in neighboring coun- 
tries, we still neglect soil conservation 
measures urgently needed here. Millions 
of acres of our best land have washed 
down rivers into the sea. Erosion is gradu- 
ally depleting other wide areas. Drouth 


in the wheat lands of the high plains sug- 
gests that we may be in for another period 
of Dust Bowl sandstorms. We must have 
more effort to pin our topsoil down and 
prevent it from washing or blowing away. 
Mr. Roe points out that only 10 per cent 
of the needed work has been done in saving 
soil through contour planting, strip crop- 
ping and terracing for water control, and 
declares that our farmers use only 25 
per cent as much fertilizer as they should. 
Well-fed people, as Mr. Roe observes, sel- 
dom start wars but usually win them.

Recent British Elections Are a 
Warning to the Labor Party

OCAL election results showed a gain of over 800 
Lr in England and Wales; 
Labor therefore lost about one third of its 

spectacular victories in the autumn of 1945, 


imilar in character.

It lost most in the 


industrial areas where it ought to be strongest, notably in Lancashire, 


and in Birmingham.

Conservatism. It

This was a re- 
sounding electoral defeat, not 
least because the elections were 
mainly fought on national issues. 
Why did it happen? Winston 
Churchill has no doubts. This is 
the voice of the people, saying 
that it is tired of the incompetence 
and muddle of a Labor vern- 


“Ment. There ought to be a dis- 


solution, and a new general elec- 
tion would return him triumphant- 
ly to power. |

Neither Is Right. 


Morgan Phillips, the able gen- 
eral secretary of the Labor party, 
speaks of it as a temporary set- 
back, mainly due to a skillful 
campaign organized for the Tories 
by Lord Woolton which skillfully 
utilized all the grievances intensi- 
fied by the economic crisis. The 
important thing, Phillips thinks, 
is less to the losses than 
to set them in their proper per- 
spective. That shows what enor- 
mous steps toward the effective 
control of local government the 
Labor party has made since the 
beginning of the war. 

Both Labor and the Tories offer 
statistical proof either of the 
right to take the results calmly, 
like Phillips, or the right like 
Churchill to see once more the 
bliaeful light of the Tory sun 
Diagine briehily in the heavens, 
and himself taking once more 
that place in 10 Downing street 
his absence from which he has 
come to regard as a violation of 
the laws of nature. 

Neither view, of course, is right. 
This was a warning to the Labor 
Government, a severe and urgent 
warning, to which it must pay im- 
mediate regard if it does not want 
to move to disaster about the 
spring of 1950.

to approach it as a series of prob- 
lems to be met in terms of Social- 
ist action, 

Yet nothing that, with however 
great energy and distinction, Sir 
Stafford Cripps has proposed is 
different ffom, what might have 
been proposed by a reasonable 
Tory Government. He has not 
even set his demands in thé con- 
text of what real Socialist 
achievement the Government has 


to its credit. 


He has not shown any relation 
between austerity today and its 
ultimate outcome as Socialism, He 
speaks like a Puritan passionate- 
ly devoted to thrift, self-sacrifice, 
hard work, the virtues indeed of 
that doctrine of the “calling” 
which helped to sanctify the rise 
of middle class business men to 
power. g 


He speaks eloquently, but he 
speaks as though he were above

He tries to con- 
jure up national unity which 
every speech of Churchill's makes 
it plain that the Tory party will 
respect only if the unity is set in 
Tory terms. :

To Clarify Labor’s Aims. 


Cripps’ proposals are the neces- 
sary basis upon which the Dal- 
ton budget is to be built. Is it 
to be a Socialist. budget? Or is 
its character to be an incentive 
to business men to try to be loyal 
to a Government it mostly holds 
in contempt and whose principles 
it loathes? The real job of the 
Government is to make it clear to 
electors who wanted the first big 
steps to Socialism to be taken 
because, even amid difficulties, it 
is unbreakably determined on tak- 
ing those steps. 

It must explain how it proposes 
to move through capitalist diffi- 
culty to Socialist triumph. The lo- 
cal elections results have par- 
ticular causes; but underneath 
them all is the one vital cause 
that the Government has simply 
failed to explain its attitude to the 
crisis, the meaning of the meas- 
ures it is taking to deal with it, 
and its confidence in its right to 
tackle it as a Socialist Govern- 
ment, and not as a capitalist Gov- 
ernment with peak spots here and 
there. 

It ought to take the electorate 

into its confidence. It ought to 
have the initiative in propaganda 
in its hands instead of leaving the 
voter bewildered, disturbed and an 
easy prey for the thousands of 
voices which tel] him that Social- 
ism is in the process of organizing 
its own bankruptcy. . 
_I think, therefore, that the local 
elections ought to be a warning to 
the Cabinet, a solemn warning. 
They are not in the least a notice 
to quit. But they are a sign of 
distress and irritation and doubt. 
Signs point to the need for a far 
more psychological understanding 
of the position than the Govern- 
ment has shown. It is a call for 
more audacity, not less. 

It suggests that the electors do 
not want the “safe and sane” 
policy they got from Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin 10 years ago 
and can have from Sir John An- 
derson tomorrow. They fought 
for freedom and democracy. Nov. 
1, they warned Attlee and his col- 
leagues they meant Socialist free- 
dom and Socialist democracy. The

IN TELEVISION NET 


Extension to Chicago Under 
Way—Radio Relay Proves 
Successful. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (UP) — 
Television was sent over a 500 
mile wire-radio circuit yesterday, 
linking Washington, New York 
and Boston. It marked another 
step toward coast-to-coast network 
programs. The new system, opened 
experimentally, will enable Boston 
to share New York's and Wash- 
ington's programs. 

Officers of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., and the 
Bell Laboratories, which develo 
the system, said a network to Chi- 
cago was being constructed and 
should be in operation by spring. 

The system demonstrated yester- 
day included use of the coaxial 
cable between New York and 
Washington, and, a new micro- 
wave radio relay between New 
York and Boston. The Boston part 
of the program was broadcast by 
an experimental station, with the 
signals being transmitted through 
a series of hill-top repeater sta- 
tions. 


The repeater stations, about 20 


* 


to 80 miles apart, are necessary 
to television, which does not fol- 
low the curvature of the earth. 
The stations operate automatical- 
ly to pick up signals before they 
shoot off into space and relay 
them to the next station. The 
demonstration showed that pic- 
tures Gould be sent by the radio 
relay as clearly as by the coaxial 
cable. 

Walter S. Gifford, president of 
the A. T. & T., said that the radio 
relay also would be used for the 
transmission of telephone commu- 
nication,

Naturally there would be a con- 
siderable problem in organizing 
contingents from several nations 
into a workable force. There 
would be language difficulties, 
too, But it should be remembered 
that this force ig not going to 
fight a protracted campaign. It 
is going in to keep order for a 
limited period in a country where 
no organized attack is to be ex- 
pected; hence the normal “equip- 
ment table” allowances of ammu- 
nition would probably be suffi- 
cient for all needs. 
The participating states would 
have to agree on a top com- 
mander, who should not be Brit- 
ish, and a scheme would have to 
be drawn up, in co-ordination 
with the British, as to how 
and where and when units of the 
new force should take over. But 
there should be no “national occu- 
pation zones”; the United Nations 
Commission and, under it, the 
chosen commander should have 
full authority to move units of 
the force wherever they might be 
required in Palestine. 

Size of Security Force. 

The size of the force would not 
need to parallel the present Brit- 
ish strength of almost 100,000. 
Probably 25,000 would be ample; 
perhaps less. From the military 
viewpoint, the plan is feasible. 
Whether it is possible politically 
rests with the nations that can 
make it so if they are willing. 

It may be noted that it has 
been the constant aim of the les- 
ser states to strengthen their 
power and influence within the 
United Nations structure. How 
better this could be done than by 
the acceptance of such a respon- 
sibility as above suggested is dif- 
ficult to imagine. 

At any rate, if the peace is to 
be kept in Palestine during the 
interim period between the Brit- 
ish withdrawal and the establish- 
ment of self-contained Jewish and 
Arab states as going concerns — 
presuming always that the General 
Assembly decides on a scheme of 
partition—it is certainly going 
to require the initial support of 
some kind of security force from 
outside the country. 

In the search for means to ac- 
complish this necessary purpose, 
more and more thought is being 
given to the possibility of using 
the forces of some of the smaller 
Powers.

Men! Cook Your Own Duck Dinners 


Don't Let the Little Woman Ruin Your Seme-Some Sure-Fire Recipes 


By Hoyt Alden 


OW the mighty duck hunter 
fares forth. He sits in a wet 
blind in the early dawn and, if 

he is fortunate, comes in with a 
few ducks in his bag. It is a com- 
3 and expensive business. 
et, despite all his trials, he will 
land at home with his game and 
care not who cooks it. Whereupon 


he will often wish he had let the 


dogs keep it and wonder why he 
ever goes back for more, The 
cooking of a duck, like the shoot- 
ing of a duck, is a man’s business. 
It's a rare woman who knows any- 
thing about either. Piss 
The traditional classic 
method for the 
duck involves presses and whatnot 
and since there are few hunters 


and 


equipped for that sort of thing, we 


will not go into it here. So we 
will start out with plain old roast 
duck and scotch a bit of nonsense 
in the beginning, to wit: Wild 
duck is never good unless it is 
RARE. All wild duck — 5 
strong and gamey taste, depending 
on their diet. This taste ig sub- 
dued by cooking and basting, We 


have never yet seen one of those 


fancy sportsmen who could actual- 
ly sit down and eat a 10-minute 
duck. They're long on talk and 
short on performance, 

A wild duck should be cooked 
from 15 to 20 minutes, depending 
on size. Stick a few stalks of 
celery in the cavity, rub the duck 
with salt and pepper and brush 
it with olive oll. The oven should 
be up to 500 degrees and well heat- 
ed before the ducks go in. They 
should be browned quickly, then 
the heat can be uced a bit. 
Any duck, wild or tame, will be 
better if served with a tasty 
sauce and here is one of the best: 

When the duck is done, save 


two tablespoons of the fat in the 


pan and skim off and discard the 
remainder. Now pour off a cup 
of the gravy, strain and keep hot. 
Work a tablespoon of flgur into 
a smooth paste with the hot fat 
and stir into the gravy. Season 
with salt and cayenne. Grate the 
peel of an orange into one-third 
cup of orange juice, stir the mix- 
ture into the gravy and add a 
tablespoon of orange Curacao 
along with a tablespoon ef melted 
orange marmalade, Wonderful! 

And two others guaranteed to 
suit a hunter's fancy:

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* THE COOKING OF A DUCK, LIKE THE SHOOTING OF A DUCK, IS A 
| MAN'S BUSINESS. 


Cut up the meat of an orange 
and a lemon. Drop in _ boiling 
water and drain. Add to the nat- 
ural juices when duck is roasted. 
As the duck is taken out, add a 
Pinch of cinnamon and a pinch 
of all spice, stir in a half a glass 
of currant jelly. Simmer for a 
few minutes, pour in a couple of 
jiggers of cognac and set alight. 
Serve. 

Put a chopped onion, a little 
chopped celery and six chopped 
mushrooms in a sauce pan with 
a cup, of half Port and half Ma- 
deria wine. Simmer slowly. Now 
add a cup of chicken broth and 
a cup of dry white wine, flavored 


with a little parsley and a bay 
leaf, Simmer. Thicken the mix- 
ture with flour and butter, cook 
and strain through a cheese cloth. 
Season with an ounce of butter, a 
pinch of cayenne, the juice of half 
a lemon, and a jigger of cognac. 
Add all to the natural juices after 
the bird has been cooked. 3 
should be thick.

NOW SINCE wild duck are not 
too easily come by these wintry 
days let us consider the tame 
duck, which is a mighty fine dish 
if you will accept a few pointers 
on its preparation. When you get 
your bird on the rack and ready 


to roast, take a big fork and prick 
the skin all across the back, 
around the legs and the wings. 
The excess fat will run out and 
the duck will be all the better. 
Now roast breast side up in an 
uncovered pan and be sure to 
baste the bird after it has 
browned. Use orange juice with 
plenty of grated peel in it or, for 
something different, grapefruit 
juice. The Chinése, old hands at 
duck cookery, rub their birds with 
a mixture of honey and soy sauce 
and it produces a wonderfully 
delicate flavor. 

Now as to what to put in a 
handsome domestic duck. Here 
are two stuffings that are from 
old family recipes: 

Stuffing No. 1—Combine two 
cups of pared, chopped apples with 
four cups of dry bread crumbs 
and a half a cup of seedless ral- 
sins. Add two tablespoons of melt- 
ed butter, a tablespoon of lemon 
juice, a teaspoon of grated lemon 
peel, one half teaspoon of salt, one 
fourth cup of warm stock and a 
third of a cup of sugar. Mix all 
lightly. It should be on the DRY 


side, 

Stuffing No. 2—A much more 
unusual affair but providing a new 
taste thrill, Boil enough wild rice 
to fill your birds. Drain and put 
in a colander and set in a warm 
ovell until the rice is dry and 
fluffy. Now for every cup of rice 
allow one fourth cup of the small- 
est oysters you can buy, two table- 
spoons of chopped hazelnuts, a 
pinch of thyme, a pinch of sweet 
marjoram, a teaspoon of scraped 
onion, salt and cayenne pepper to 
taste. That is really stuffing. 

This is also the season for roast 
goose. It should be treated in 
the same fashion as the tame 
duck, before cooking, and if you 
want the champion sauce for roast 
goose here it is: 

Strain one half a cup of the 
gravy from the pan and add two 
and a half tablespoon of fresh 
horseradish. Next add a half a 
cup of thick cream sauce and sour 
cream, mixed half and half. Put 
in a pinch of chopped chives, a 
pinch of tarragon, a pinch of dry 
mustard, a teaspoon of sugar, the 
juice of half a lemon and a little 
grated lemon peel. Heat in a 
sauce pan, do not bo“ d serve 
in a separate dish with Me goose.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


T was interesting and hearten- 

ing to see the clean sweep that 

the Reuther supporters in the 
United Automobile Workers made 
in the election of officers at the 
convention held in Atlantic City. 
Everything possible was done by 
the opposing faction to becloud 
the issues, even to the circulation 
of reports that Walter Reuther 
was slated to run for vice-presi- 
dent of the United States on a 
ticket with Sen. Robert A. Taft. 


I thought that was an interest- 
ing rumor to start because no one 
who knows Walter Reuther could 
imagine for one second that he 
would run on such a ticket. B 
this time everyone in the UA 
must know him very well, as the 
votes proved. This election was 
one of the rare occasions which 
make you feel that, at times at 
least, truth does win out against 
falsehood. : 


Walter Reuther, who has the 
backing of Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the CIO, is one of the 
most intelligent and able of the 
younger labor leaders. He has 
traveled around the world and 
worked in many different coun- 
tries, so he has a world view that 
many of our industrial manage- 
ment leaders lack. 

He would not be a Communist 
but he would probably know much 
more about them than do R. J. 
Thomas of George F. Addes, 
leader of the left-wing group ip 
the UAW. Nor would he be a 
conservative because he is experi- 
enced personally in the problems 
of men who work with their hands 
as well as with their heads. From 
my point of view, he is one of the 
labor leaders who give us hope 
for a sane and wise leadership 
both in labor and in the liberal 
movement in this country.

IT IS OFTEN said that politics 
makes strange bedfellows, but the 
labor movement also does this, it 
seems, for certainly John L. Lewis 
found himself in a curious corner 
in this particular fight. Lewis, 
who is a Republican nowadays 
and certainly a conservative, finds 
himself sometimes backing our 
most conservative businessmen, 
but in this particular fight he was 
backing old friends of the left- 
wing group. 

The whole pattern of John L. 
Lewis’s behavior is amusing to 
watch. When he calls his miners 
out on strike, the heads of all the 
industries are opposed to him, but 
the rest of the time, particularly 
in political campaigns, he is lined 
up side by side with his loyal “op- 
position of the right.” 


THE OTHER afternoon, Com- 
mittee No. 3 of thesUnited Nations 
General Assembly finished its work 
at Lake Success.

Word for It

WORDS TO WATCH 


VERY two years or so house- 

wives of America descend up- 

on this modest column almost 
en masse, demanding: “Tell us 
once and for all how to pronounce 
hors d'oeuvres. Are we correct 
in saying ‘awr DERVZ’?” 

Well, ladies, let’s look at the 
phrase from two angles; first the 
French: 

Hors d'oeuvre means literally 
“without or outside work.” Now 
French the word oeuvre 
(noun) has about the same mean- 
ings as the English noun work, 
especially the meaning “that which 
is produced by physical or men- 
tal labor,” as a work of art, a 
book, a statute, a musical com- 
position, a course dinner. 

The “outside of work” meaning 
of hors d’oeuvre, then, comes 
from the fact that the sappetizers 
and relishes called hors d’oeuvres 
are not a part of the meal proper; 
they are separate and not essen- 
tial to the meal. Originally, hors 
d'oeuvres were served at the start 


of a meal, right after the soup. 


Now for the French pronuncia- 
tion. Hors is pronounced: awr. 
D’oeuvre and d’oeuvres are pro- 
nounced exactly alike (the “s” of 
d'oeuvres is silent). There is no 
vowel sound in English exactly 
like the sound of oeu-, but it is 
approximately ‘midway between 
the “uh” of “but” and the short 
“oo” of “book.” Let us use U“ to 
represent that sound. The second 
syllable is a soft, breathy “vruh” 
vanish. Hors d’oeuvre and hogs 
d’oeuvre are pronounced: awr 
DU-vruh. 18 f 

Now for the American angle: 
“Are we correct in saying ‘awr 
DERVZ'?” 

With one exception, all the dic- 
tionaries of my library list only 
the French pronunciation. In 
WORDS: The New Dictionary 
(Grosset and Dunlap), hors 
d’oeuvre (singular) is pronounced 
“or derv.” No pronunciation is 
given for the plural hors d’oeuvres, 

Now here are the facts of the 
matter (remember that this col- 
umn makes no rules; it’s purpose 
is to report good usage): Despite 
dictionary insistence on the 
French | pronunciation, most 
Americans simply cannot or will 
not use it. For years I have 
checked the pronunciation of hors 
d'oeuvres from one end of the 
country to the next. The all-but- 
universal pronunciation is: awr 
DERVZ. Who, then, can say that 
it is incorrect?

to it, It takes long, slow cooking 


enough vegetable flavor and color 


to coax out all the flavor from 
bone and marrow. When this 16 
accomplished, a good variety of 
vegetables are added and the 
cooking is continued only until 


has flowed into the soup to produce 
a bland of flavors and fragrance 
that is incomparable in food. 
Usually at this point all the 
vegetables are tender but not ten- 
der enough to lose form and tex- 
ture. The beauty of this soup 
matches its goodness only when 
women are meticulous about the 
preparation of the vegetables. Of 
course it doesn’t take long to chop 
the vegetables in one bowl so 
there is only a conglomerate mix- 
ture of color and textures. But

Beef Vegetable Soup. 

Four Ib. shin bone, two and 
one-half quarts of water, one and 
one-half tablespoon salt, one-half 
small bayleaf, one small onion 
with two cloves, two medium car- 
rots, sliced; two branches celery, 
julienned; one and one-half cups 
potatoes cut in small cubes, one 
cup green beans, julienned; one 
medium onion, sliced and browned

in one tablespoon butter or short- 
ening. 

Have soup bone cracked in sev- 
eral places, Wash quickly in cold 
water. Put bone in soup kettle 
and add water. Heat to boiling 
very slowly and begin skimming 
as scum arises. When it boils, 
add salt, reduce heat to simmering 
and continue to skim for 15 or 
20 minutes. Now add bayleaf and 
onion stuck with cloves, cover 


to three hours on back of stove, 
Strain through cheesecloth, return 
broth to kettle. Remove meat 
from bones in as large pieces as 
possible. Skim off excess fat 
from broth and add the vegeta- 
bles. Again simmer until vege- 
tables are tender, then add diced 
meat and reheat. Serve in heated 
bowls with a sprinkling of
